HORSE AND CATTLE BREEDING. 

The Edmonton fair which is to be 
held on the first four days of July 
should be: above everything a _— stock, 
show. The time of year is not fav- 


orable for a show of grainj and roots, 
but jcattletand horses should be in the 
junk of condition. Alihcugh not a 
winter range country, North Al- 
berta is still a stock country. The 
abundance of summer pasturage and of 
hay, the heavy crops of coarse grains 
and roots produced here, the splendid 
shelter and the tow cost at which 
stabling can be erected, make the 
district ideal for the breeding and 
rearing of stock for (he unlimited mar- 
ket of the vast range country which 
lies close at hand as well as for ‘the 
ultumate market for the righest qual- 
ity of the finished product in England 
and the Kootenay. 

But it is one thing to merely raise 
stock and quite another to breed stock. 
The difference is between ¢llowing the 
stock to run, down) in, quality.as it in- 
evitably must if due artention is not 


paid; and continually improving it 
by paying attention. The difterence 
again is between large profits, and 
possibly no profits at all. With the 
unlimited demand for young stock for 
the ranges there is no other partjof the 
world so favourabiy situated for mak- 
ing a profitable business of the rear- 
ing of such stock, and indeed, this ready 
market has a'ready been the strong 
stand-by of the district in bad years. 
All things considered comparatively 
little has yet been done towards the 
improvement of either cattle or horses. 
In no part of the Territories! has that 
general interest been taken in the 
breeding of good steck that the im- 
portance of the question deserves, and 
probably tn no part has less attent- 
iom been paid than in the region im- 
mediately surrcunding Edmonion. 
The Northwest government has been 
so impressed with the import- 
ance of combiacd effort that 
‘i has taken steys towards the format- 
ion of two Territorial 
having for their objects the improve-

ment of siock. The assoclaiioms are 
“The Territorial Pure Ured Cattle

ELECTION ACCOUNTS. 


Government employment is supposed 
to be sure pay. For this reason it 
usually has a preference. Dut the ex- 
perience of; those engaged in the work 
incident to the last general elections 


13 calculated to change any such opin- 
ion. The elections were held on the 
7th of November. The greater part of 
the work! was necessarily done before 
that date. Only now, seven months af- 
ter the work was completed, are the 
cheques being issued, and in most cases 
for ‘ess)than half the amount! of the 
bills rendered. If the delay of seven 
montbs were being followed by fair 
payment the case would not be so bad. 
But to defay so long and then pay less 
than half the bill, giving no reason 
why ut' has not been paid in full, nor 


indicating what the intenticn is re- 
garding the balance, is doubling the 
injury and adding insult as well. That 


the men; so dealt with feel wrathly 
against the government and against 
its officials and supporters, is ibe most 
natural thing in the world. In discus- 
sing the: question it is well that the 
saddle should be put on the, rightihorse. 
There in no use mincing matters. A very 
grevious wrong is being done toa large 
number of reputable citizens of the 
Nerthwest—not only sn Alberta, but 
througbout the Territories—and the 
blame should be properly placed. 

Although there has been delay in the 
payment of election accounts all over 
Canada, owing, to the differencej in the 
method of preparation of the voters 
lists, the election accounts in the Ter- 
ritories are much larger than  else- 
where. This applies particularly to 
the accounts/ of the enumerators, and 
it is these which are being slashed) most 
unmercifully by the auditor-general. In 
other parts of Canada the voters’ lists 
are mude up chiefly frem the municipal 
assessment rolis and little or no ex- 
pense ls thereby entailed on the federal 
treasury. But infthe Northwest there 
is very little municipal organization, 
manhood suffrage prevails, and the 
voiers’ lists are made up, by an actual 
enumeration of .the persons entitled to 
vote immediately preceding election 
day. This involves a personal visit 
by the enumerators to every individual 
resident in the district. for although 
no property qualification is required, 
there are requIrements as to citizen- 
ship, age, and time and, place of resi- 
dence, which can only he settled by 
personal enquiry, especially in a ‘coun- 
try such as this, where the population 
is rapidly increasing, and where the 
people are of so many different. nation- 
alities, and consequently so little 
acquainted with, each other. Possibly 
the enumeration) is not necessary, and 
possibiy the rate of remuneration, of- 
fered is too great, but neithen of 
these things are the faultj of the men 
employed. They are required to make 
the enumeration under conditions 
which render a personal visit absolute- 
ly mecessary In a majority of cases. 
They are offered a certain scale of pay 
which isnot high considering that the 
work mut be done quickly if the 
election is to be held, and therefore 
the parttes muSt be reliable; that as 
it cannot) wait, every other considera- 
tion. must. take second place; andj con- 
sidering further the weather of last 
fall, maktng all roads difficult and 
many unpassable, 

The matter of the expenses of the 
election is im the bonds of the auditor- 
Beneral. Thus officer is appointed by 
wovernment with extraordinary pow- 
ers to check] lunproper expenditure. He 
has the authority to stop any payment 
from the treasury which he considers 
improper, noi matter Who should, at- 
tempt to make it—even the premier. 
He is ciothed with special authority in 
the case of the genera! elections andno 
accounts connected with the elections 
can be paid without his sanction, Al- 
though appointed by government he 
cannot be removed by the government. 
He can, only be removed by' a vote of 
a fixed majority in parliament. He 
occuples a position practically as in- 
dependent of the government cf the 
day asa judge; and, it is intended that 
be should. The position was created 
and the present auditor-general wis 
appointed by the Mackenzie govern- 
ment. He has held office ever since; 
on many occasions thwarting ihe in- 
tent of members both of the present 
and of the late governments in pay- 
ments from the treasury, His duty 
is to see ithatsmoney voted by parlia- 
ment for a certazn purpose: ist expend- 
ed for that purpose. In other words 
to watch the government on behalf of 
perlament. He thus can always de- 
pend on the backing of whatever party 
13 in opposition for the timeCbeing in 
Crilicizing or opposing a government 
expenditure. In the case of the elec- 
tion accounts he has gone outside of 
his proper functions and arrogated to 
himself the right to say’ not only whe- 
ther the account is correct: or not’ but 
whether the creditor has rendered ade- 
quate value or not. Were he in a posi- 
tion to judge as to what, is adequate 
value mo one would quarrel with his 
going beyond the strict fetter of his 
authority io save the treasury. But 
when he does not and cannot, possibly 
know the conditions and therefore can- 
not possibly judge of whether value 
has been rendered or not; when he 
simply cuts down accounts by whole- 
sale without) giving even a shadow of 
a reason for domg so, though his in- 
tentions may be honest towards the 
treasury his actions are plain daylighi 


robbery ct the people. There 
is no otber name for it, for 
the wmient is plainly dishonest. 


If the auditor-general were realiy hon- 
est in his dealings in these election 
matters, and uf he thinks he is being 


mecessary that he should have 


dealt .with’ dishonestly by the enumer- 
ators and others egnployed at thejelec- 
tions, it would be fair. for him to send 
some person 1n whom he had confidence 
to) examine: the claims on the ground, 
as was done after the elections of 
1296. But to; make a cat\of from fifty 
to seventy-five per cent in the accounts 
yendered without, any more knowledge 
than he can pessibly have at present 
is insulting and dishonest as well. The 
government officer who undertakes to 
transact fhe pudlic business in that 
way is not fit to be trusted with the 
responsibilities attached to the position 
of auditor-general, 2 
The cheques which have been received 
so far have been signed by the return- 
ing officer, and accompanying each one 
if a type written slip from the! auditor- 
general not saying why thei cheque is 
short; not saying how the amount is 
arrived at; not saying what is to be 
done about/ the balance, but askingj in 
a general way a number of/more,or less 
silly questions, without indicating 
whether :an, answer is required, or not, 
cr what! 1s the possible result if they 
are answered. In; almost all cases the 
enumerators sent in all the memoranda 
they had when they forwarded their ac- 
counts shertly after the election. With 
all their memoranda in his own hands, 
to ask, for more minute particulars\ to 
be given from memory at the end of 
seven months seems more like a joke 
than. aj busaness proposition. But it is 


not a joke which the victims appre | 


ciate. Probably it would be well for 
them to! accept the cheque receivedj as 
a) payment’ on account, and render| a 
bill for the balance, replying as fully 
as possible to the enquiries made, in 
the hope that his august mightiness 
will condescend to come within meas- 
urable reach of honest payment. 

The political result of the attitude 
of the auditor-general towards these 
accounts is of course as bad for the 


(government as it can be. Men who 


have been robbed and imeulted by an 
officer of the government are apt to 
resent 1t and to hold; the government 
responsible. Although under ihe 
law the auditor-general and not the 


government Is responsible for what has 


been, done, there js no question that) the 


government is responsible for the law 


under which it is done. The law which 
gives the auditor-gemeral such arbi- 
trary authority and permits him to 
use it unchecked, But there is nothing 
wrong with the law. The office of 


auditor-general is a desirable part! of 


our governmental machinery. It is 
large 
powers and that he should use those 
powers to protect the treasury, on oc- 
caston. The trouble is not that hej uses 
the power but that he misuses it. As 
long as he holds the position he can 
misuse his power if he pleases. ‘To pro- 
vide for control of hi actions by the 
overnment would destroy the use~ 
fulness of the office. And to make) a 
change of! occupants is not practicable 
at present. The elections being con- 
ducted under the authority of the pres- 
ent government the patronage natur- 
ally went ‘o friends of the government. 
It is only friends of the government 
whag are suffering From the action of 
the auditor-general. The vote of the 
opposition, in) parliament would be ne- 
cessary to his removal, and the fact 
that, he) is causing friends of the gov- 
ernment throughout the Northwest to 
be dissatisfied would scarcely be a 
reason tn their eyes why they should 
vote for bis removal. If further pay- 
ments are not made on the accounts 
probably the best thing to be done 
would be for the aggrieved! parties| to 
club together and sue the government 
for the balances due. Thies would prob- 
ably bring the unjustifiable action of 
the auditor-general before the coun- 
try inj the best way to secure a, bene- 
ficial change ,

A By-Law to provide for the granting 
of a Bonus to a Woollen Mill, and to 
provide for exemption from taxa- 
tion in respect thereof.

Wh-reas, several proposals have 
been made to the Municipal Council of 
the Lown of Edmonton by different 
persons to erect and operate a Woollen 
Mill within the li@its of the Munici- 
pality, in accordance with the terms 
of an ogreement to be entered inio 
between the lawn and ihe person who 
shall erect and operate such Mill, and 
it is des -able that the Municipal Coua- 
cil, on Sehalf of the Town, should be 
piaced in a position to offer, asa term, 
of such an agreement the granting 
by the Towa of a bonus of $500.00, and 
exeniption from taxation for a per- 
iod of ten yeats, a: d it is expedient 
that the Muricipa’ Council, on behaif 
of the Town, should be authorized to 
enter into such an agreement embody- 
ing terms ‘to the effect aforesaid ; _ 

And whereas, it is expedient that 
the amount, of the said bonus shall be 
raised by borrowing the same on de- 
bentures to h ‘issued for that purpose, 
and tat the indebtedness to be creat4 
ed by the p ‘cposed, loan shall be spread 
over twenty years.

And whereas, it is expedient, if (he 
law will so permit, to provide for the 
payment of the principal and interest 
in such manner that the aggregate

during each of the other years of the 
said period of twenty years. 

3. The debentures shall be daied 1s 
of the day on which this By-Law shall 
take effect; they shail be payable at the 
ofiice of the Secretary-Lreasurer of the 
Municipality at Edmonton; they shall 
have attached to them coupons for the 
paymert of the instalments, and to- 
gether with the coupons shall be signed 
by the Mayor and Secretary-Trea3urer, 
and the debentures shall be sealed with 
the Corporate Seal of the Municipality. 


4. In each of the said twenty year;

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TREATY PAYING IN THE NORTH. 
Lesser Sfave lake May. 25th; 


The treaty commission arrived at the 
Aihabasea Landing by wheel from Ed- 
menton and, with as little delay as 
possiole, proceeded on up the Athabas- 
Ca river on the ice as far as the Lesser 
Sleve river. The ice at the junction 
of the) twe rivers was practicaily gone 
and they were compelied to leave the 
river there and cut a trail through 


the bush to Moose river, fifteen, miles 
on the north side of the river. At 
Moov lake they connected with an- 
other lake that had been cut by the 
freighters earlier in the winter and 
proceeded on to Lesser Slave lake, 
makieg the distance, 200 miles, from 
Athubasea Landimg to the settlement 
at Slaves @ake, in eight days—remark- 
ably. good time considering they cut 
fifteen miles of new trail. Mr. Con- 
roy, the commissioner, was informed 
at Athabasca Landing of the condi- 
tions of travel ‘nnd procured. axes and 
an additional man or two and came 
up prepared for anything fhat might 
turn up in the way of bad trails or 
no tratis at ail. He showed good judg- 
ment, and Jef. Dehind bim,a fair trail, 
a good name as a traveller, und a 
‘record for time that will stand) we 
think for many moons. Treaty was 
paid at Lesver Slave luke, some scrip 
and an.additional band of In- 
from Whitefish lake taken into 
the iresaty. Everything passed off 
smoothly. Every persor’ was more or 
less happy and at evening, with’ the 
going down of the sun, ihe real fun 
began. The ever popular “tea dance’” 
held the beards t'll day light and sun 
up. A strange thing about life out 
here 1s no person ever thinks of hav- 
ing a lime of any kind during the day 
light. Its an Mmdian custom peculiar, 
we think, to this locality. Living as we 
Alo among them, sharing their good and 
bad fortune and their fun, we also fall 
inte their hours. “This custom doth 


dians 


make night owls of us all.” 
From here, after enquiring about 
Gistances, condiuons of trails and 


means of tzau port, and after care- 
fuliy studying the notice of treaty pay- 
ment dates, Mr. Conroy was compelled 
to follow a route never, before used by 
the different Indian comuaiissioners 
who preceded him. The route is from 
Slave lake. weet, and by south 80 miles 
to Siurgeow lake where treaty was 
paid and a chief created, the late chief 
having died last fall. Thence the com- 
mission travelled north by west to 
Dunvegan where it was the intention 
of the outfit to cross the Peace river 
and make St. John from the north 
side. But ihe trail was impassable so 
they doubled back fifteen niles to 
Spirit river and secured a guide. Trav- 
elling west they reached St. John the 
day before the date set for paying 
treaty. 

A word here concerning the dates 
set for the treaty paymeuts and the 
time given a man to travel bet ween 
polnts, will | thipk not be out’of place, 
‘fake the dates, Lesser Slave lake, 
April 5th, a date when, every able bod- 
ied hunter should bein the bush on his 
spring hunt. tnstead they come in fer 


SS a ag@qad a native, 2 sum ihat don’t 
den’t commence to compensate them 
for the loss ef their hunt. For it is 
lest as the time taken, to travel in ard 


thq time taken up with a fot of long 
winded council talk, as simply put 
fur hunting out of the question, as 
the seasom has advanced and fur be- 
comes unprime. Take, for instance, 
Mr. Conrey’s’ experience at Sturgeon 
lake. He waited over the date for 10 
heads of families who were off hunting. 
They left their hunting grounds up on 


the McLevd miver and travelled 
night and day to get m. The writer 
was present when they arrived in. 


From their appearance a person would 
have been led to believe they had, trav- 
elied from the moon. They were tired, 
ragged, footsore and of course, hungry. 
The xe peop!= would have pitched in by 
easy stairrena onth or so later with 
cor and meat, but they got in with 
litile more than empty stomachs ‘to 
geti a few dollars and have a long talk.

river. There were very few Indians 
ati St. John as no notices had arrived 
of a change in the dates of payment 
consequentiy the larga umber, of the 
Indians will have to wait another year 
before, getiing their annuities. The 
woverament not having made any ar- 
rangement for moltliying these people 
the commission could not wait as the 
other daies agown the Veace river and 
Athabasca had‘“to be ker, if possible, 
and te wait for the St. John Indians 
would-throw the schedule out ali along 
the line. The fault lies wit the sett- 
ing of the dates. The present com- 
missioner will, we think, recommend 
different 4ates as he has made 
a careful study of the mistakes made 
by the, change in dates. {[t seems un- 
just to the Indians to give them no 
information ot a change of dates. A 
treaty was,mad<f with these people. 
They accepted the terms and seemed to 
want to live up to them, at least have 
done «0 as yet. Along comes a com- 
missioner; toj pay them the next year 
after treaty was made and recom- 
mends a change of date for no other 
reason than as his recommendation of 
alteration is written under a mos- 
quito bar he thiaks an earlier date 
would avou theese unpleasant insects, 
The recommendation for change he 
makes without thinkink; or perhaps 
without knowin, that the date recom- 
mended was tn the very month when 
the hunters make thetr best killing 
and earn thelr summer’s powder, shot 
and bali, hg well as tea\-and tobacco, 
and pay for the grub stake they got 
at) New Yoar or in the fall. The five 
spot the government gave won't do 
that with powder 2 dollar a pound 
and everything else in proportion, as 
at St. John. The above ar, facts that 
any person may find out for themselves 
by injuiriag of any person around Ed- 
meonton who. is or has. been in the fur 
business or any person who knows 
anything about this country, for in- 
stance fhe N. W, M P.. Toe govern-

THE PONOKA MURDER. 
Body not Identified. 
Two Bullet holes in the Head. 
Special correspondence 

On Sunday iast the bedy of a man 
was found near Asker postjoffice, east 
of Ponoka. Yesterday Dr. Sharpe, 
coroner, held an inguest and it was 
found that the deceased was a total 
stranger in. that community, nor is 
there any man known to be missing. 
About three weeks or more ego a heavy 
square buiit cloth cap with,a peak) was 
found near the place, and another 
party found a few copiesrof the “Leis- 
ure Hour Labvrary, Magaziues,’” on oue 
of which the name “L. C. Stamer,’” was 
written, in pencil. 

The clothwng of deceased consisted of 
ordinary knit white undershirts and 
drawers, a black shirt with’ collar, at- 
tached, a red bow necktie with a black 
plaid stripe, new striped cottonade 
pants and leather braces, a black ree- 
fer pulot cloth coat, socks! witty metal 
tag still on and laced feather: shoes 
somewhat worn. ta the pockets were 
found three pieces of quartz, a small 

‘ fancy stone, several bunches of Ameri- 
can, matches, thread, tuttons, &c., and 
a heart shaped metal tag with the 
words “street fair—Kalamazoo, Mich.” 
stamped on one side. His coat was 
made by M. Cramers Sons, Kalamazoo, 
Mich., matches bore label of Bonshons 
Sons, Chyenne, Wyoming. A cartridge 
38S. & W., U. M. C. The pents, “Burn- 
ham, Munzer Mfg., Co., Kansas City, 
Mo., 36 waist, 32 length, fot 1004.” 
Mark on drawers S(). There was a 
“Nero” cigar label in one pocket. He 
wore, a leather belt around his waist. 
H¢ was a stout well nourished young 
man, five “eet ten and a half inches 

% tall, with ligh* brown hair and no 
whiskers or moustache. The body was 
buried in a shallow trenchyin a ‘willow 
and poplar bluff near a house occu- 
pied by E. K. Bullock, andj about a 
mile northeast of Ramsay’s ranch. 
There were no sicns of any struggle 
in the vicinily nor of attempts to cov- 
er blood mark» and, except that the 
bushes were quite thick, there was no 
attempt to hide the grave. 

Passing by on his way from hunting 
horses Mr. Fred J. Builock. peered into 
these bushes ‘hoping to find a turkey’s 
nest’ and saw the top of the head ex- 
posed where the thin earth had, been 
scratched away from it. The body was 
im a good state of preservation. Two 
bullets holes were found tm the head, 
hack of left ear and a Iarge bruise 
over the mcht temple. The verdic# of 
th) jury was “‘murder by parties un- 
known.” Constable Hetherington, of 
Wetask*win, is making every effortto 
identify the body and discover the 
murderer.

THE CONTRACT LET. 

The contract, for the construction, of 
that part of the railway extension 
from the south! end of the bridge to a 
junction with tbe U. & E. has been 
let to Malcoim McCrimmon, railway 
contractor, of Caigary. Mr. Me- 
Crimmon was engaged [est season in 
railway construction work in Mani- 
toba, and left Calgary Tuesday lust to 
tying up his outfit ana appliances ptior 
to commencing work on the contract 
here. He is expected in Sunday or 
Monday, and work will be pushed with 
all possible speed on bis arrival. ‘The 
junction of the line withthe C. &. EK. 
has been definately settled. The lines 
meet at Irving’s, some half mile south 
of the present Strathcona station. The 
survey of this portion of the work has 
been completed, though the engineers 
are going over the ground reducing 
any possible curves and shortening the 
line as much as possible. A very small 
reduction in the length of the line 
means the saving of a very large ex- 
penditure. 

Engineers Armstreng and Bemisier 
are now at work onthe survey of the 
line from’ the station site tol the high 
level above on which the town stands. 
From the bridge to the station, site 
has already heen iocated. The station 
id to be on the flat just below H.-H. 
Robertson’s house. A good grade 
(Bellamy’s hilJ) leads up from) the sta- 
tion to the towr, making access to the 
depet easy for teams and pedestrizns. 
This site is just 3,000 feet from the 
post office—60 feet more than half a 
mile, and just four miles and a half 
from the| C. & E. junction. By agree- 
ment with the town the company had 
to build within a mile of, the_post office; 
and have cut the distance almost) in 
two. 

The construction from the depot! to 
the high level will ofter the greatest 
difficulties of any part of the work. 
It will be impossible to secure; a one 
per cent grade, such as was secured 
on the south side. from the depot the 
line bends scuth and runs along the 
face of the cut bank soutj of the H. B. 
Co. fort. It then trends north along 
the piil face, rising gradually with the 
lay of the country. The station onthe 
flat will ‘be only temporary, until such 
time as the Canadian Northern comes 
through. 

The Canadian Northern is now 140 
miles east| of Prince Albert. Seventy- 
five milesj of this have| been surveyed. 
The company are carrying on the work 
there, but{ not with full force as their 
euergies are at present devoted to mak 
ing their connections along the lakes 
in time to move this season's grain.

MANITOBA WEATHER. 
Winnipeg Tribune. 

June &: The sectignal report re- 
ceived by ‘the C. P. R. divisional super- 
tendent to-day shows that snow has 
fallen at nearly every point ini the pro- 
vince during the past twenty-four 
hours. On the M. & N. W, the fall has 
been, exceptionally heavy. No damage 
has been done, but on the, contrary, if 
there is no frost, and none has yet 
been reported, the crops will greatly 
benefit from the cold change. The de- 
tailed report 1s as follows: : 

June 7: The weather. reports receiv- 
ed to-day are not of such favorable 
character, every point in the province 
having had frost during fast night. 
At some pomts the frost was heavy, 
one point reporting as low as 10 de- 
grees. The C. P. R, is receiving re- 
ports from every agent in the pro- 
vince as to the extent of the dam- 
age, 1f any, done. OJBrafidon says, 
“51-2 degrees cf frost but no dam- 
age apparent.”” The other points 
which bad reported at noon, Keys, 
Reasurn, Westbourne, Douglas, Mac- 
donald, Strathelatr, Burnside and 
Bagot, were all unanimous in say- 
ing, “No damage to grain crops {but 

garden stuff will suffer.”’ The frost 
will kill all! grubs and grasshoppers, 
and it will probably prove beneficial 
vather than otherwise to the gratin.
